The descent is effoctod "y means of 
scaffolds, constructed :it different lev- 
els, and all lighted with temporary 
lights, the bottom of these pits is 
fi rty-seveii feet below the sidewalk, 
so the mine-like appearance may bo 
Imagined. 

The plan to he followed out is us 
fellows: — pits are to bo dug, concrete 

liases sel in on top of slone and iron 

gliders placed eriss cross oolween the 
concrete ami wall and then the inter- 
vening splices filled up with concrete. 

A great pari of that plan has been 
carried out already: — four pits have 
been dug. two 6 x and two ? \ 7: 
one of these is about ten feel along 
from the corner on Sherbrooke street, 
another Is right at the corner and the 
IWO others are on Victoria Street side. 

Two of the concrete liases are al- 
rotttly in and have some of Hie iron 
girders placed above them; when all 
four liases have been arranged and 
the girders all placed the building will 
lie wedged up a bit more and then 
more concrete filled in between the 
I'tise and the wall, or foundation, above 
and tin whole allowed tfc harden. 
When all the concrete luis set the Jacks 
will be removed and tin- Union walls 
will once more form a right angle

Among Hie "unavoidable" 
expenditures are Ihe costs of tuition, 
In aid, room, books, stationery and 
approximately $.'too which Is a com- 
tcitublo amount to pay fur clothing, 
washing, and a reasonable amount ■>( 
recreation.

This 
solution was offered recently by Dean Smith, of the College of En- 
gineering, for the problem of the uneducated college student. 

It has been felt for some time that the engineering student, with 
his course crowded full of technical subjects that take the full time 
during the four years, often leaves the University as narrow-minded 
as he enters it. The head of the English department is co-operat- 
ing with the Dean and gives the readings, twice weekly, which are 
open to all men students of the University. 

It is to be feared that the meetings, by Science men at least, 
vvoi Id be sparsely attended, on the one hand, and on the other too 
few in number to create much benefit in a college year. The Daily 
can with no reservation assert that an cvenig or two a week, reporting 
for the college paper, would be vastly more advantageous. The larg- 
est benefit would undoubtedly result from the first report altempcd, 
for it would show how ill an attempt can be made.
